DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

• No amendment. 

• All previous 102, 103, and ODP rejections of claims 1-20 have been overcome 
by argument and withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Reasons for Allowance 
1 . Claims 1-20 are allowable over the closest prior art: Casey et al. (US 3997512), 
Wang et al. (US 5952433), and Deckwer et al. (US 5952433 A). 
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Art Unit: 1796 

All previous 102 and 103 rejections of claims 1-20 rely on Casey, which discloses 
a biodegradable polyester composition identical similar to those of claim 1 and 4. 
However, Casey discloses cured composition as being insoluble in chloroform so that 
said composition would be outside the claimed range of gelation index 1 and gelation 
index 2 as claimed in claims 1 and 4. Other references fail to alleviate this deficiency. 
For the same reason, the previous ODP rejections over 12/312808 and US 7449510 
have been overcome by argument. The inherency rationale for all previous 102, 103, 
and ODP rejections has been defeated by applicant's argument. 

Therefore, claims 1 and 4 are allowable together with their dependent claims 2-3 
and 5-20. 

Response to Arguments 

The argument for allowance of amended claims has been fully considered and 
persuasive. All previous 102, 103, and ODP rejections have been withdrawn.
